3. [3 The reply is entered. An explanation of the status of the claims after entry is below or attached, 

4. 13 Other: Rejections maintained for reasons of record. The DIAMYD company press release merely touts the 
company's undisclosed product for the treatment of a small subset of type II diabetes patients. The rejected invention of 
the instant claims comprises a method of inhibiting IDDM (type I diabetes) by administering GAD. Note that the DIAMYD 
product is only disclosed as "GAD-based". thus, it is unclear that the product of the press release is encompassed by. or 
even related to, the product of the instant claims. Regarding the treatment of IDDM (the diabetes of the instant 
specification), the document merely states that "future studies" will address whether or not the undisclosed product could 
be used to prevent the development of IDDM. Clearly then, the document does not enable any treatment with GAD and 
just as clearly indicates that, some 14 years post-filing, the invention of the instant claims still is not enabled: said product 
still comprises no more than an idea to be studied. 
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
